_ Washington, October 8.—The task 
‘before the national industrial con- 
ference now in session here is ad- 
‘mittedly a long and tedious one 
‘When Secretary Franklin E. Lane, 
of the interior department, chair- 
man of the conference, announced 
Wilson probably 
would be able to address the dele- 
gates before final adjournment, he 
apoke with the knowledge that 
many weeks of painstaking .labor 
will be necessary to bring about 
any sort of agreement on a con- 
structive program, Labor and cap- 
ital still are far apart on many im- 
portant principles, while the repre- 
sentatives of the public appear to 


have a distinct set of ideas of their) 


own. 

The sessions of the conference 
. thus far have Deen rather stiff af- 
fairs. Chairman Lane has been ful- 
ly conscious’ of this fact, and today 
he suggested that the delegates 
wmpend a half hour or so in getting 

acquainted with each. other. He 
said he wanted to see more inter- 
course, more fgeedom of consulta- 
tion among the three groups in the 
assembly hall, and was disappoint- 
ed to know that after three days 

many of the delegates had fever 
“peen so much as formally intro- 
duced to each other. 


Long Drawn Out Affair. 

Recognizing that the conference 
is to be a long drawn out affair 
the delegates, after frowning  s50 
completely yesterday upon the idea 
that there should be a system of 
proxies or substitutes, agreed today 
substitutes would be permitted pro- 
vided the substitute was approved 
“by the appointing authority. In oth- 
er words, any delegate represent- 
‘ing the public who desires to be 
temporarily relieved by a substi- 
tute must seek the approval of Pres- 
ident Wilson. Labor’s delegates 
ean be changed only with the ap- 
proval of Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, and the delegates represent- 
ing the farmers and employers may 
y be excused only with the approval 
of the organized bodies which first 
selected them. 

It was pointed out today that big 
4 business men like Judge Elbert H. 
Gary, president of the United States 
Steel corporation, and John D. Rock- 
efeller, Jr., of the Standard Oil, can- 
not remain continually in Washing- 
ton for three or four months. Judge 
Gary is engaged in a life and death 
struggle with organized labor at 
this time. The steel corporation is 
fighting for the open shop, and 
Judge Gary is the storm center of 
the battle. It.is one of the many 
queer phases of this conference that 
Judge Gary, sitting beside organized 
labor in Washington, is seeking to 
deal a death blow at the steel work- 
ers’ unions whereyer the steel cor- 
poration has a going plant. 

What Labor Will Demand, 

The labor delegates to the indus- 
eezal conference have agreed upon 
a program te present in the near 
future for general debate. Labor 
will demand first and foremost of 
all the®right of collective bargain- 
ing—a ‘right to which President 
Wilson repeatedly has said they 
“ere entitled. Labor will insist that 
in carrying out collective bargain- 
ing employers shall meet any per- 
sons the employees shall appoint to 
represent them. Mr. Gary refused 
to consult with union officials re- 
cently because he said these offi- 
étale were not in the employ of the 
steel corporation. Labor leaders say 
the union officials were duly ap- 
, pointed by the employees, and that 
* this shotld have been sufficient. 

In the consideration of this point 
labor will find itself opposed by 
Judge Gary, who, oddly enough, ts 
not a representative of the employ- 
ere in the conference, but is a rep-

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LABOR 
PLEDGES SUPPORT 
10 STEEL STRIKERS 


Secretary Foster Says 
American Labor Federa- 
tion Will Back Strike to 
the Limit. 


BOMB IS EXPLODED 
AT A STEEL FACTORY 


Great Hole Torn in Build- 
ing, But No One In- 
jured—Plant Managers 
Claim Strikers Are Re- 
turning, But Labor Lead- 
ers Deny. 


Pittsburg, October 8.—Strike con- 
ditions in the Pittsburg district re- 
mained unchanged today, neither 
Side putting forth claims of any 
very substantial gains. 

Secretary W. Z, Foster, of the 
Steel workers’ national committee, 
returned from Washington today, 
and said the American Federation 
of Labor would support the strike 
to “the limit.” “Organized labor,” 
he said, “realizes that this strike 
must not be lost and has promised 
its support until victory is achiey- 
ed.” Several important propositions 
in connection with the strike have 
been placed before the federation, 
he said, and they will be announced 
later. . 


Oppose Ban on Picketing. 


A delegation of labor leaders, in- 
cluding James H. Maurer, president 
of the.Pennsylvania State Federa- 
tion of Labor; William Heck, presi- 
dent, and J. L. Beagan, vice’ presi- 
dent of the Pittsburg Central Labor 
union, and W. B. Rubin, counsel for 
the strikers’ national committee 
called on Mayor E. V. Babcock, of 
Pittsburg, today to lift the ban on 
peaceful picketing ahd on peaceful 
mass meetings for addressing strik- 
ers. A statement given out at 
strike headquarters regarding the 
conference said: 

“Such meetings are now not per- 
mitted on Sunday, not permitted in 
any foreign language and permitted 
nowhere in, Pittsburg at any time 
except in the labor temple and a 
small hall on the north side.... 
The appeal was made by the labor 
representatives in the interests of 
order, which, the leaders are confi- 
dent they can maintain if permitted 
free access to and communication 
with the strikers. The delegation 
received no satisfaction from the 
mayor, although he spoke of his 
gratification with the conduct of 
the meetings and the readiness of 
the strike leaders to co-operate 
with the authorities. The labor rep- 
resentatives present stated their 
disagreement with the mayor’s 
claim of impartiality.” 

Fight for “Free Speech.” 

Interest again reverts to the un- 
ion’s fight “for free speech and free 
assemblage,” which constitutiona! 
right is being denied the workers 
by certain authorities, according to 
the leaders of the strikers. The 
question came _ into prominence 
again late last night when, follow- 
ing a meeting of the executive board 
of the Pittsburg central labor un- 
ion, it Was announced that the board 
had decided to call a special meet- 
ing of the union for Friday evening, 
October 10, “to consider action upon 
illegal opposition, oppression and 
violence practiced by the authorities 
against the steel workers now on 
strike.”

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MARRIED FOLKS 
BEAR THE BRUNT 
OF THE INCOME TAX 


Washington, October 8.—Married 
folks paid by far the largest pro- 
portion of the revenue derived from 


the income tax during the calendar | 


year 1917, but single men who are 
“heads of families” and other sin-+ 
gle men also contributed a consid- 
erable amount. 

Figures just made public by the 
bureau of internal revenue show 
that the net income reported by l,- 
450,723 husbands, including joint 
returns of husband and wife, waa 
$8,390,968,851. Separate returns 
were submitted by 20,530 wives, 
their total net income amounting 19 
$307,045,768. Results were submit- 
ted by 72,668 single men and 25,368 
single women, who claimed the $2,- 
000 exemption on the ground that 
they were supporting kinsfolk for 
whom it was their duty to provide. 

There were 199,263 other single 
men reporting $2,000 or over, their 
total net income amounting to $1,- 
349,784,238. From other single wom. 
en, whose total net income was 
$556,539,917, were received 63,580 re- 
turns of $2,000 and over.

PURGE HISTORIES 


OF SLURS ON DINE, 


SONS ARE URGED 


Miss Rutherferd Asks 
Righting of Wrongs 
Done to Confederate 
Cause in Many Publica- 
tions. 


TELLS MANY FACTS 
OF GREAT CONFLICT 


Lays Blame for Horrors 
of Andersonville Prison 
Upon Northern Govern- 
ment and Quotes Feder- 
al Authorities. 


Miss Mildred Rutherford, noted 
educator and southern ‘iistorian, of 
Athens, stirred the Sons of Veterans 
at the Wednesday afternoon session 
by calling attention to the unjust 
articles and histories th.t have 
been written about the south, and 
urged the sons of confederate sol- 
diers to direct their efforts to the 
task of righting the wrongs th.t 
have been done to the cause for 
which their fathers fought so nobly 
in the sixties. 

Miss Rutherford received the\ap- 
plause of the gathering when she 
advocated the purging of the south- 
ern schools of histories and text- 
books that do noc do justice to the 


south, and the marking of books in | 


the libraries as unjust that do not 
give the southern states and the 
confederate cause full justice. 

“We must make the nor** tell the 
truth about the southern cause and 
its history. in order that those who 
are growing up may Know the truth 
before we who have the facts in our 
possession pass away,” said Miss 
Rutherford, and she said that the 
way to make the northern historians 
and publishers print true histories 
is to refuse to purchase those that 
are not correct. “We do not want 
more than the facts,” said Miss 
Rutherford, and she dec]. red that 
she had thrown three histortes out 
of her own southern school because 
they were not fair to the people of 
the north. “We must not forget 
that the blood of the heroes of the 
sixties made the heroes of today,” 
said Miss Rutherford. 

Presents Facts. 

Miss Rutherford went deeply into 
fundamental principles that were 
at the bottom of the southern states, 
actions during the war, presenting 
many facts not generally known 
with reference to the great civil 
conflict. Her appeal was a stirring 
one, in which she urged the sons of 
confederate veterans to bring the 
facts to light and have them incor- 
porated in the school histories and 
other books in order that the ac- 
tions of their fathers might be vin- 
dicated. 

Quoting from histories that are 
now being circulated, Miss Ruther- 
ford showed that General Robert E. 
Lee had been placed in the light of 
a traitor to his country by joining 
the confederate cause, and that he 
was charged with gaining informa- 
tion while yet in the United States 
service, which he used afterwards 
with the confederacy. 

Miss Rutherford showed that 
Abraham Lincoln was not in favor of 
social or political equality for the 
negroes, and that he had issued the 
emancipation proclamation aS a 
matter of political expediency. 

Unjust Charges. 
sons of Veterans, 
Miss Rutherford, must not o 
proud of the blood that lows 
through their veins, but th must 
unite in an enterprise to vindicate 
the blood of their fathers from un- 
just charges. “They must see that 
Robert E. Lee and Jefferson Davis 
get justice and not allow them to be 
maligned.” 

Miss Rutherford said that her 
blood had been made to boil 
through reading clippings that had 
been sent her from northern maga- 
zines and newspapers, and also 
from French. English and German 
papers, in which the horrors of An- 
dersonville had been held up to the 
world as more awful than the sav- 
agery of the ex-kaiser and his 
huns. She admitted the horrors of 
Andersonville, buf said the blame 
could not be placed upon Henry 
Wirtz, nor the confederate officers, 
as the restrictions placed upon med- 
icines ‘and cther necessaries and the 
refusal to exchange prisoners on 
the part of the fedéral government 
were responsible for the awful con- 
ditions at that Georgia prison in 
the sixties. 

Miss Rutherford declared that the 
assistant sgcretary of war, under 
Stanton, ha@, in a sworn statement, 
exonerated Henry Wirtz and the 
confederate government and laid the 
blame for Andersonville horror at 
the door of the northern govern- 
ment. 

Discusses Amendments. 


Going into the question of the 
(8th, 14th and 15th amendments of 
the constitution, Miss Rutherford 
discussed these provisions, and the 
constitution of the United States, 
which she declared was the crea- 
tion of the states, and not valid until 
ratified by them. Then going 
into states, rights, she discussed 
that question also. vA

The 


Protest to Japan 
By United States 
Regarding Siberia 


SPEEDY RELIEF 


Washington Complains 
That Tokio Has Not Co- 
operated in Protecting 
the Siberian Railroads. 


JAPAN IS STIRRED 
BY AMERICAN NOTE 


As It Carried a Threat of 

Withdrawal From Si- 
beria—Tokio Says Mat- 
ter Concerns Military 
Branch of the Govern- 
ment. 


Tokio, October 8.—Negotiations 
are under way between the govern- 
ments of the United States and Ja- 
pan concerning the administration 
of the trans-Siberian railroad. This 
has been made necessary, it is said 
in high diplomatic quarters, because 
of the fact that inter-ailied control 
of the railway under the supervi- 
sion of John F. Stevens; head of the 
American railway commission to 
Russia, recently has 
many obstacles. 

Following an official protest of 
several months ago by representa- 
tives of the allies at Vladivostok 
against interference by General 
Semenoff the anti-bolshevik leader 
in Siberia, there apparently have 
developed recently misunderstand- 
ings between the American and Jap- 
anese authorities and thoops con- 
cerning the conception of what in- 
ter-allied management means, Wn- 
gineers under Mr. Stevens claim that 
in the sector patrolled by the Jap- 
anese forces they have not received 
the protection and co-operation for 
which the original agreement pro- 
vided. 


Formal Note to Japan. 


It is asserted that the situation 
had gone so far that the American 
government early in September sent 
a formal note to the Japanese gov- 
ernment in which it was pointed out 
that the Japanese troops had falled 
to protect the lives and property of 
the railroad engineers and had fail- 
ed to co-operate with them in the 
broad spirit of conducting the rail- 
road in the interest of the Russian 
people, by permitting the transpor- 
tation of food supplies which were 
so necessary to the Russians. 

The American note frankly point- 
ed out, it is said, that unless effec- 
tive co-operation could be arranged 
the United States might feel obliged 
to withdraw its troops from Siberia 
altogether; that should a withdrawal) 
be decided upon the American gov- 
ernment might feel compelled to 
make public the reasons for the 
withdrawal. 

The note emphasized how unfor- 
tunate a withdrawal would be to the 
interests of the people of Siberia, 
who were dependent on the railroads 
for the necessities of life. It refer- 
red to the new idea of international 
co-operation through the world, as 


against the old idea of the balance of 


power, and is said inferentially to 
have voiced the fear that lack of 
co-operation by Japan might lead 
to the impression that Japan was 
supporting the old ideas of self 
interest and aggrandisement, which 
it was confidently hoped the»world 
had abandoned. 


Caused a Commotion, 

It is understood that the Ameri- 
can communication, which has not 
been published here, caused some- 
thing akin to a commotion in dip- 
lomatic circles. It is asserted that 
the American government forward- 
ed copies of the communications to 
Great Britain and France and prob- 
ably also to Italy and China. 

The impression prevails in diplo- 
matic circles here that the matter 
is what especially concerns what 
might be called the “military branch 
of the Japanese government.” Al- 
ready the estion has been taken 
up vigorously by the military au- 
tharities, who apparently are show- 
ing every -desire to fulfill Amer- 
ica’s conception of co-operation. 
General Oi, who recently succeeded 
General Kikuzo Otani as command- 
er of the Japanese forces in Siberia, 
has issued orders dealing with the 
situation, and stipulating that 
there must be effective co-operation. 

Cause of Misunderstanding. 

Authoritative Japanese with whom 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press talked today declared that the 
misunderstandings in Siberia were 
due, fundamentally, to the difficul- 
ties of the east and the west to 
understand each other. They urged 
patience in working out the Siberian 
problem. They referred to alleged 
intrigues prevalent among the Rus- 
sians in Siberia as being respon- 
sible for many of the misunder- 
standings. The Russians, they said.

$3.000,000 BONDS 
FOR CITY SCHOULS 


Atlanta Federation of 
Trades to Ask Council 
to Call Bond Election 
for That Amount. 


WOULD ISSUE BONDS 
FOR SCHOOLS ALONE 


Labor Body Promises 
Whole-Hearted Support 
in Order to Provide for 
30,000 Children Seeking 
Education. 


Adopting the recommendation of 
a committee *%recently appointed to 
investigate the Atlanta school situ- 
ation and report upon a remedy for 
the lack of buildings and facilities, 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades 
last night went on record as favor- 
ing a bond issue of $3,000,000, and 
council will be asked within a short 
time to call an election in which the 
people will have the privilege of 
saying whether or not they wish 
this amount raised by the city for 
schools alone. . 

The committee reporting last 
night was headed by James A. Mil- 
ler, a prominent attorney of At- 
lanta, and a leader among the forces 
of organized labor. He, with his 
committee, composed of prominent 
members of the federation, were in- 
structed a few weeks ago to make a 
thorough investigation of the pres- 
ent situation with reference to 
schools and report back to the cen- 
tral body with recommendations. 

After an exhaustive study of the 
school situation, the committee 
found that many new buildings are 
needed for the 30,000 children who 
wish to be seated in the schools, 


and the estimated cost of the im- 
provements that are necessary, in 
the opinion of the committee is $3,- 
000,000.

Organized labor, through its mem- 
bers and the Journal of Labor, has 
joined Rands with The Constitu- 
tion in a fight for better schools for 
the city, and the working people 
of Atlanta have given their sup- 
port and aid to every step that has 
been taken toward remedying the 
present deplorable’ situation that 
has resulted in crowded school 
rooms and double sessions. 


To Support Bonds. 


Declaring themselves to be vitally 
concerned in the welfare of At- 
lanta’s schools, and pledging them- 
selves to work for the betterment 
of the system, the members of the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades will 
support the proposed bond issue, 
and will work for its ratification. 

The meeting, which was held at 
the labor temple last night, was 
well attended, and there were “no 
dissenting voices raised against the 
report of the committee that rec- 
ommended the proposed bond issue.

Gabriele d’Annunzio, as “Fiume is 
not Italy; in_fact, Fiume is fighting 
against the Italian government, 
which, together with the other al- 
lies, is umable to solve the Adriatic 
problem after the disavowal of the 
pact of London.” 

“Italy had treaties with the al- 
lies who waged war. against Ger- 
mgfiy,” the newspaper adds. “When 
the Italian question came before the 
peace conference President Wilson 
refused to recognize the treaty pro- 
tecting Italian interests, but recog- 
nized other secret treaties, especial- 
ly the one giving Shantung to Ja- 
pan.” 

The Tribuna says the warnings 
which have been received are “indi- 
rect instigations to civil war,” and 
concludes by urging the Italian gov- 
ernment to “disregard threats in the 
name of Italian dignity.” 

All Appearance of Threat. 

The Osservatore Romano, organ of 
the Vatican, says the American and 
Breatish warnings “have all the ap- 
pearance of a threat and therefore 
wounding to the dignity of this na- 
tion, which, with the allies; cour- 
ageously faced and supported the 
greatest sacrifices of the war.” 

There is a probable understand- 
ing between Captain d’Annunzio and 
General Badoglio, deputy chief of 
staff, according to the Corriere 
d'Italia, which says General Badoglio 
may take possession of Fiume out of 
respect for the conference, “but does 
not intend to accept a definite solu- 
tion of the Adriatic problem in dis- 
accord with ltalian interests and 
sentiments.” 

On the other hand The Giornale 
d’Italia states that Captain d’An- 
nunzio cannot be remOved from 
Fiume and will not negotiate with 
any representative of the Nitti gov- 
ernment, a change in the cabinet 
being virtually impossible owing to 
the general elections. 

The pact of London, the secret 
treaty negotiated among the allies 
in 1915, just prior @to Italy’s en- 
trance into the war, mentioned in 
the newspaper comment, provided 
Fiume should go to Croatia and not 
to Italy, the Italian claim to Fiume, 
pressed since the conclusion of the 
armistice, therefore, not being based 
upon any previous agreement among 
the allied powers. 

THREATS DENIED 
BY WASHINGTON. 

Washington, October 8.—The 
American government is understood 
to have-made no threats nor deliv- 
ered any warnings to lLtaly in con- 
nection with the Fiume situation ex- 
cept in so far as it has participat- 
ed in the joint representations made 
by the supreme council at Paris to 
the ltalian government. 

In informed circles here, it was 
said today even such representations 
as emanated from the council could 
scarcely be termed “‘warnings,” be- 
ing nothing more than reminders of 
the obligations each of the four 
great powers had assumed in the 
settlement of the whole Adriatic 
question, and being conveyed in the 
most friendly and considerate man- 
ner, with a full understanding on 


the part of the others of the grave 
internal situation in Italy resulting 
from d’Annunzio’s unauthorized act.

PACT OPPONENTS 
BLOCK PROGRESS 


No Vote on Shantung 
Amendment This Week. 
Treaty Still Being Read 
to the Senate. 


Washington, October 8.—Oppo- 
nents of the peace treaty today 
blocked all attempts to bring the 
Shantung amendment to a vote in 
the senate this week, and then re- 
fused to accede to a joint request 
by republican and democratic lead- 
ers for its consideration one week 
hence. 

In the half hour wrangle that fol- | 
lowed the suggestion of Chairman 
Lodge, of the foreign ré!: tiens com- 
mittee, that the senate could speed 
up the treaty by reading the print- 
ed text while senators were prepar- 
ing speeches on the Shantung pro- 
vision, the charge was made and 
denied that a full fledged filibuster 
soon might envelop the pact and 
delay final action on it. 

Earlier in the day, democratic 
leaders had declared there was no 
hope of a vote this week on Shan- 
tung, because Senator Borah, repub- 
lican, of Idaho, had let it be known 
that he would not give unanimous

Washington, October 8.—A na- 
tional budget system completely re- 
forming the existing financial plan 
of the government was favorably 
reported today by Chairman Good, 
of the senate committee on budget. 
He expects to call it before the 
house Saturday and urge its pas- 
sage at once. 

The system provides that the 
president shall submit a budget of 
the government’s financial require- 
ments annually, instead of the pres- 
ent custom of submitting estimates 
through the treasury department. 
Supplementing the budget bill, Mr. 
Good introduced a resolution chang- 
ing the rules of the house to the ex- 
tent of taking from the stand com- 
mittees their powers to appropriate 
money and abolishing the “rider” 
by which legislation is often writ-

| ten on appropriation bills. 


Change of the house rules was 
recommended by ex-President Taft 
and Secretary of the Treasury Glass 
The establishment of the budget 
under direction of the president is 
in accordance with Mr. Taft’s sug- 
gestions. The committee did not 
recommend, aS suggested by the 
ex-president, that two-thirds vote 
of members be required before items 
could be added to appropriations re- 
quested in the budget. 

Features of System. 

The outstanding features of the 
budget bill are: 

Creation of a bureau of the budget 
in the office of the president with a 
director, at $10,000 per year, and an 
assistant director at $7,500. These 
would be appointed by the president, 
a feature proposed by Mr, Taft, and 
be subject entirely to the executive. 

Exccutive departments must sub- 
mit estimates to the president 


ury. 

Budget shall be sent to congress 
the first day of each rez’ ~— session 
after December 31, 1919, showing 
balanced statements of revenues and 
expenditures for the preceding fis- 
cal year, resources and liabilities of 
the treasury at the close of the year, 
estimates of revenue and expendi- 
tures for the current year, and for 
the ensuing year, and how these 
should be met. a 

Alternate budget required for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1922, to 
bring about unity and eliminate du- 
plications. 

Creates the accounting department 
for the purpose of independent audit 
to which is transferred all the pow- 
ers and duties now imposed upon the 
comptroller of the treasury and the 
six auditors, and creates the “office 
of comptroller general of the United 
States and assistants at salaries of 
$10,000 and 7,500 per year, respec- 
tively. 

“In reporting thte bill,” the com- 
mittee,stated, ‘‘the committee real- 
izes that the step taken by congress 
at this time should be evolutionary, 
rather than revolutionary. The bill 
is not intended as the last word in 
budgetary legislation, hut is intend- 
ed to correct weaknesses that are 
clearly discernible, and that should 
be corrected at once. Unquestion- 
ably other defects in the present 
|law, and defects in the operation of 
| the proposed law, will appear in the 
future, and as they appear must he 
met in the spirit of willingness on 
'the part of the congress to make 
| such changes in its laws as will in- 
‘sure rigid economy and business- 
| liké administration in every depart- 
ment of the government. The 
changes suggested are founded upon 
business principles and _ will, if 
adopted, result in real economy.” 

No Departure Intended. 

The statement was made that no 
departure from fundamental polit- 
ical principles of the government is 
intended. “It rather seeks to em-

these principles,” it is declared. “It 
thus makes more definite the con- 
stitutional obligation that §resty 
upon the president from time _ to 
time to give to congress informa- 
tion of the state of the union and 
recommend to their consideration 
such measures as he shall judge 
necessary and expedient, and fur- 
nishes him with the means. by 
which he may meet this obligation.

posals of the president, but on the

The committee pointed to the lack 
of economy in the present plan. The 
waste and extravagance resulting 
from the operation of this plan must 
+ be apparent to anyone who had 
made a study of it,” the report de- 
-clared. “Practically everyone fa- 
miliar with its work agree that its 
failure lies in the fact that no one 
is made responsible for the extrava- 
gance. The estimates are a patch- 
work and not a structure. As @ 
result, a great deal of the time of 
the committee of congress is taken 
up in exploding the visionary 
schemes of bureau chiefs for which 
the administration would be willing 
to stand responsible. 

The resolution introduced by Mr. 
Good provides for a committee on 
appropriations consisting of 
members to receive the budget. 
heretofore there have been a dozen 
committees empowered to make ap- 
propridtions.

Virginian, Tells 
Of Dear Old Flag 


By EF. C. Bruffey. 

Three golden bars on the turn- 
down collar of his gray coat, apart 
of the full confederate uniform, told 
that he had been a captain in that 
fearless army that followed the 
Stars and Bars from Manassas to 
Appomattox, while a streamer hang- 
ing from the breast of his closely- 
buttoned coat indicated that he 
belonged to a confederate veteran 
camp at home in Salem, Va. 

“My name, sir,” he said in answer 
to a question, “is printed on my 
chest over my heart where all good 
and true men should carry their 
names. It is not on my sleeve where 
the slightest breeze can chase it 
away.” 

And with a pride, showing in his 
clear visioning eyes, a steady index 
finger pointed -to the confederate 
veteran cross, on which his name 
had been engraved in plain English 
so that all might read it witn ease. 
It was 

“A, H. Whitsel.” 

That ~was all. But behind it was 
a world of informetion—information 
that told of devotion to the cause 
of the south, bravery in its defense 
and great privation for the four 
long vears begigning in ’61 and end- 
ing in ‘65, 

A very young man, a boy he 
might have been called’ in those 
days, he lived with his father in 
old Roanoke when Mr. Davis was 
made president of the confederacy. 
Like the great majority of Vir- 
rinians at that time, his father was 
an ardent union man and would not 
hear of § secession. But the dav 
President Lincoln called for troops 
*o enforce the union, by invasion 
of the south if necessary, the elder 
Whitsel, like all other Virginians,

“The story of the three confed- 
erate flags,”’ said Captain Whitsel, 
“ought to be Known by all—but I 
find it should be taught in our pub- 
lic schoois. When the confederate 
congress convened first in Mont- 
gomery it undertook to establish a 
stand of colors for the new nation. 
It took a full month for that body 
toreachaconclusion andthen it re- 
ported that the new nation’s flag 
should be made of three colors—red, 
white and blue, the stars on the 
blue field inaicating the number of 
states in the nation. History of that 
debate in Montgomery tells us that 
it took the congress more than a 
month to reach its conclusion. The 
colors chosen were the same as the 
colors of the old flag, the flag we 
all worship today, and that was be- 
cause the colors could be distin- 
guished further than any other 
color. But after the war began it 
was found that in the dust of battle, 
in the clouds of smoke, the flags of 
the union—red, white and blue—and 
the flags of the south could be 
mistaken. 

“And so one of the results of that 
mistake,” said Captain Whitsel, 
“was that confederate soldiers un- 
der the Stars and Bars were fired 
upon by other confederate soldiers 
who confused the two colors. That 
led to the making of the confederate 
battle flag—the sed square with 
the blue cross running from corner 
to corner on which the stars were 
fastened. This flag was used in all 
engagements and the old Stars and 
Bars were relegated to the marching 
columns. Then finally a flag was 
made showing a wide red up and 
down attached to a white of equal 
width, but with the white running 
back under the blue field on which 
were the stars. That was known 
as the last confederate stand of col- 
ors. This with the battle flag and 
a few of the original Stars and Bars 
were surrendered by General! Lee at 
Appomattox. But it seems that the 
first flag, the one we loved first and 
therefore best, the Stars and Bars, 
has about disappeared.”

Issuing a challenge to

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Speech by Harrison 
' Features Afternoon 
Session of Reunion 


Oklahoma Orator En- 
thuses Huge Audience 
With Masterly Effort in 
Annual Address. 


TELLS SOUTH’S PART 
IN NATION’S GROWTH 


Afternoon Crowd at Au- 

ditorium Was Slightly 
Smaller, Owing to Rain, 
But Interest Is Fully 
Sustained.

Welcomed by Atlanta at their 
morning meeting with a show of 
heartfelt enthusiasm that proves 
the undying reverence of the south 
of today for the brave old heroes 
who upheld her traditions and vin- 
dicated her ideals in the war be- 
tween the states; joyful and tear- 
fully reminiscent at the frequent 
strains of ‘‘Dixie” that filled the air 
with irrepressible southern spirit; 
glad and gloriously lovable in their 
fealty to tried and true idegils—the 
United Confederate veterans offi- 
cially opened their reunion sessivn 
with two spirited meetings at the 
city auditorium Wednesday, the 
first at 10.o’clock in the morning, 
and the second at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 

The auditorium was packed to 
capacity at the morning session 
With veterans, sons, daughters, 
wives, widows—all friends. The 
‘afternoon sewsion was well attend- 
ed, but suffered slightly from the 
rain that set in soon after the noon 
hour and continued through the aft. 
ernoon. 


The afternoon mecting, presided 


over by General Van Zandt, was 
featured by the speech of Luther 
fiarrison, state senator of Oklaho- 
ma, who made the annual address 
of the reunion, the feature address 


of each year’s gath:-ins of veter- 
ans; A man poted for his intense 
Americanism, possessing a_ voice 
that carried well to the farthest 
corner of the auditorium gallery, 
senator Harrison proved the wis- 
dom of the selection-made for the 
principal speaker of the reunion, 


Masterly Speech. 


Heretofore, this honor has al- 
Ways tallen to a senator of the 
United States, a governor, or some 
_man higher in nation4&l politica) life, 
but because of his eloquence, i.is 
feryor in work for the Cause of the 
veterans, and because his historicgl 
kndwledge of the south and south- 
erners is equal to that of any pub- 
lic man in the country, he was 
chosen for the honor. 

In a masterly ‘manner, Senator 
ffarrison traced the-development of 
the union, laying stress on the mer- 
itorioug part that the south - has 
played in its development and 
strengthening. He began his pic- 
ture with the first move of the col- 
onies toward independence, and 
painted a word-picture of their en- 
tire history, up until the recently- 
ended world war. 

“lL come before you,” said the sen- 
ator, “with a feeling of holy recol- 
lection. Fifty-four years ago today, 
my father died at Richmond, fight- 
ing for the confederacy; one year 
ago today, my baby brother died in 
the Argonne, fighting for the same 
ideals that impelled my father, 
through these periods of stress. 
Two Noble Causes. 
em “I consider the cause that my 
brother fdught and died for 

0 more holy, no more just than the 
cause that called my father. Both 
©ere founded on the same ideals— 
4 Namene. and the right to self- 
nment, 

& pity that the history of the 
41 war has been recorded so uni- 
varsally by men prejudiced against 
thescause of the south. The his- 
torians can not be blamed, for their 
prejudice is a natural result of their 
geographical and historical environ- 
ment. 

“The war between the states was 
Inevitable, but slavery was not a 
cause—it Was an excuse. Geograph- 
ical and historical circumstances had 
made the struggle inevitable, but the 
south was no more responsible in 
the slavery trade than the north. 
Movements against slavery were 
made in the south before they were 
in the north. Slave trade was he- 
gun. by men of the north before the 
southerners took it up. 


Economic Lav, 


“Geographically, the northern 
states were not fitted to use slave 
labor, and the south was, The moun- 
tainous conditions near the coast in 
the states above the Mason-Dixon 
line make waterfalls numerous, and 
in the days before hydro-electric 
power was known, this made it an 
industrial district. Economic law 
has proved conclusively that this 
sort of labor is not suited for in- 
dustrial work, but is eminently suit- 
ed to agricultural pursuits, such as 
have always abotnded in the south. 
This is the reason that slavery con- 
tinued in the south to a greater ex- 
tent than in the north. 

“But this is all forgotten.” said 
Senator Harrison, “now we are all 
ready to co-operate in furtherance 
of the principles that the best Amer- 
leans stand for. Socialism is an ag- 
zressive evil—one that should be 
fought, if we are to be Americans. 

“The hope of America lies in the 
south. Years ago we thought our 
lack of immigration was a calam- 
ity;.now we see that it was a bless- 
ing. The pure strains of American- 
ism that exist in the south are to 
be depended on for safe convoy 
through these periods of stress.’ 

Urges Americanism. 
. Senator Harrison closed his speech 
with a stirring appeal to his audi- 
ence for the support of American- 
ism, and his speech closed in a 
furore of enthusiasm among the 
veterans in the audience. They 
rushed up to the platform and be- 
_sieged him with felicitations and 
thanks. 

Immediately after his speech 
closed, General John P. Hickman in- 
troduced a resolution to the conven- 
tion that the senator's speech be in- 
eorporated in a pamphlet to be: put 
in the hands of every confederate 
veteran in the United States. The 
motion for the resolution was pass- 
ed nnanimously. 

Boys’ Band Plays. 

The band of the Boys’ Industrial 
“School of Birmingham rendered 
pleasing selections during the aft- 
ernoon, the boys receiving round 
after round of cheers from the vet- 
erans whose hearts they have won.

Morning Session. 


While the gray clad clans were 
assembling for the morning session 
and grouping themselves about the 
standards of their respective states, 
the Auburn, Ala., state college band, 
which ig furnishing’ music for the 
reunion, rendered a number of old 
southern airs. When they finally 
struck up “Dixie,” the war-inspired 
veterans responded with a rebel yell 
that resounded among the steel 
girders of the Auditorium. 

The entire parquet of the building 
was reserved for the delegates, but 
evidently their numbers surpassed 
expectations for many of the old sol- 
diers were given seats on the stage 
behind the speakers and hundreds of 
them stood in the aisles throughout 
the opening session. 

Except. for the announcement of 
credentials and resolutions com- 
mittees by the cémmander-in-chief, 
General K. M. Van Zandt, the entire 
first session was given up to ad- 
dresses of welcome and responses. 
General J. A. Thomas, of Dublin, 
commander of the Georgia division, 
called the convention to order. This, 
owing to the crowds that thronged 
the aisles, was a task of consider- 
able difficulty. The invocation was 
by Rev. J. We Bachman, chaplain 
general, U. C. V. 

The opening address was then 
made by Walter P. Andrews, chair- 
man of the confederate reunion com- 
mittee of this city. Mr. Andrews 
declared that the opportunity to 
greet the old confederates and wel- 
come them to Atlanta was the 
proudest occasion of his life. He 
said that the people of the city had 
had only sixty days in which to 

pare for their reception and they 
ad done the best they could in the 
short time ‘available. 

Fought for Self-Determination. 

Turning to the cause for which 
the veterans fought, Mr. Andrews 
continued: “You are the boys’ who 
put self determination on the map. 
You called it states’ rights, but it 
was the same principle about which 
we hear gd much now and events 
have completely vindicated you. It 
was you who gave life to the dec- 
laration that men everywhere 
should be free. The time is not 
yet, but it will surely come when 
every man who calls himself an 
American will honor you.” 

Mayor James L. Key gave the 
old soldiers an official welcome to 
the city of Atlanta. He said that 
their coming had made the proudest 
day of the city’s_Jife. Atlanta’s past 
was intimately Woven, he’said, with 
the history of the confederacy, it 
having been a strategic point for 
the south of great value and hav- 
ing to its cost furnished the ground 
for one of the great battles of the 
war. 

As a son of a confederate soldier, 
Mr. Key said it gave him particu- 
lar pleasure to welcome the men who 
had preserved a race and a civiliza- 
tion. Now that the issues involved 
are settled, he declared that none 
ha’? proved more loyal to the United 
States than the men who had fought 
to destroy the-union. The better a 
confederate soldier had been, the 
better fighter his son and grand-

In the absence of the governor, 
who had been called to south Geor- 
gia by an engagement made before 
the reunicn was secured for Atlanta. 
Dr. Plato Durham, dean of Emory 
university, delivered the welcome 
on behalf of the state. Praising the 
loyalty of the confederate soldier, 
Dr. Durham declared that he had 
never heard a word of disloyalty to 
the union from the lips of his con- 
federate captain father or from 
those of his seceding grandfather. 

He commended in the highest 
terms the methods of warfare pur- 
sued by the southern soldier as 
contrasted with the savagery and 
bloodlust of the modern Huns. “No 
child was ever. frightened by a con- 
federate soldier or woman insulted,” 
he said. “Captains courageous! 
Gentlemen in arms! Hail and wel- 
come to the hearts of Georgia!” 

Address by Judge Hillyer. 


The next speaker was Judge 
George Hillyer, general of the norih 
Georgia brigade. Judge Hillyer 
called attention to the great changes, 
dangers and revolutions now con- 
fronting the world and contrasted 
our present era of lawlessness and 
unrest with the good order of the 
south of fifty years ago. In spite 
of the collapse of the confederate 
government, he said, 
the law was recognized and enforc- 
ed. There was no stain on the con- 
federate either as a soldier or citi- 
zen after the war. He believed in 
liberty with all his soul, but it was 
a regulated liberty, liberty with law.

The association, formed gixteen 
years ago, grew to a membership of 
$50 members. and_ included 
Drum and Fife corps, the boys’ or- 
ganization. Out of 76 members of 
this club, Mrs. Boyle said, 72 volun- 
teered and went overseas when the 
United States was called into the 
world war. 

Need of Rosters. 

Mrs. Royle presented the difficul- 
ties which now confront any one 
who may wish to trace records of 
ancestors who fought in the civil 
war, no official rosters being in ex- 
istence. “The revolutionary war 
rosters have been kept by the gov- 
ernment,’ she said. “as have been 
those of the G. A. R.. but we of the 
south have neglected to perpetuate 
our records for future historians.” 

It was with a view to completing 
civil war records in Tennessee, Mrs. 
Bovle said, that she required of all 
applicants to 
association first-hand records show- 
ing their claim to become members. 
After a time when many of these 
investigations had been made, the 
association became a sort of clear- 
inghouse for confederate records. 

An interesting story was told by 
Mrs. Boyle, of how the girls of the 
sixties, who knitted sox for the 
soldiers in gray, were the first in 
Tennessee to make pajamas for the 
bovs who shouldered their guns in 
1917. “In the Ladies’ Memorial as- 
sociation of my town,” she said, 
“there is not one of the charter 
members who is not at least 78. 

“And vet when the Red Cross sent 
out its call for clothing to be made 
for our soldiers, the first 20 pairs of 
paiamas to be made jn the state 
of Tennessee were made by a group 
of these old ladies. who met at mv 
mother’s home.” Mrs. Boyle’s moth- 
ér organized the first memorial as- 
sociation i@ Tennessee, in 1865.

Inspector General 
Of Gen. Robert E. Lee 
Attending Reunion

One of the most interesting figures 
at the Atlanta reunion of Confeder- 
ate veterans and Sons of Veterans, 
will be the Rev. Giles B. Cooke, a 
native of Portsmouth, who is the 
sole survivor of the official house- 
hold of General Robert E. Lee, 

Despits his eighty-two years, Dr. 
Cooke—he was Major Cooke in the 
stirring days when he frequently 
slept under the same blanket with 
the great southern chieftain, on 
whose staff he was inspector gen- 
eral—is today hale and hearty, 
sprightly and full of life and ge- 
niality. 

Incidentally, he is the father of a 
splendid four-year-old boy, and is 
duly proud of the fact that he is 
the only staff officer of the Con- 
Sederacy able to boast of such dis- 
tMctiona. 

The fighting parson was a splen- 
did soldier and he was greatly loved 
and trusted by his chief. The task 
of inspector general in an army 
composed of material that had no 
military training, being recruited 
largely from the farms of the south 
was a most responsible and impor- 
tant one It was his duty to see 
that officers and men received and 
profited by proper instruction in the 
duties cf soldiers in the field and 
upon his work depended in very 
large measure the effective organi- 
zation and training of the forces un- 
der General Lee. How well he per- 
formed that very difficult task was 
shown by the magnificent fighting 
machine that was under the lead- 
ership of the master minds of the 
Army of Northern Virginia, Lee and 
Jackson. 

Since the death of Colonel Wal- 
ter H. Taylor, of Norfolk, who was 
adjutant general on the staff of 
General Lee, Major Cooke has been 
the sole representative of the offi- 
cial family of the beloved leader. 
He and Colonel Taylor were typical 
of the sort of men with whom Gen- 
eral Lee loved to surround him- 
self. They were specimens of the 
Virginia cavalier at his best: dash- 
ing. fearless, impulsive, yet pos- 
sessed of the coolest judgment in 
emergencies,—qualities that made 
them invaluable to the leader of 
the intrepid armies of the south. 


Veteran Who Lost 
Foot Near Atlanta 
Visitor to Reunion 


D. F. Weaver, of Weaver. Ala.. 
Confederate veteran, retired after 47 
years’ honorable service with the 
Southern railroad, who has the dis- 
tinction of having had a town named 
after him, and who fought in the 
battle of Atlanta, and is otherwise 
a notable personage, paid The Con- 
stitution a call Wednesday. 

Mr. Weaver fought through 
entire war up until the battle of 
Atlanta, where he lost a foot. His 
detail of the battle was delivered 
with a spirit that made one follow 
the incidents with him as though 
the listener had been present in 
those years of turmoil. “I was with 
the cavalry in those days; we had 
been retreating for a good distance, 
and the Yankees were raising cain 
‘with us. At a spot on Peachtree we 
turned to meet their oncoming rush, 
but, just as I wheeled my horse pre- 
paring to charge, a cannon ball 
bursted near, a piece striking my 
foot and severing that member from 
my body. I reeled in the saddle from 
the blow and called to the other 
boys to go to ’em and give 'em H—1, 
that I was out.” 

Mr. Weaver is a widower, with no 
family, a pension from the railroad, 
one from the state, and one from 
the government, and is the posses- 
sor of a farm near Weaver, and, ae- 
cording to the present day sang, 
“Is sitting on the world.”

'o’clock on the afternoon of the 20th 
and lasted less than four hours, but 
it was bloody while it went on. 

Howard, Hooker and Palmer had 
crossed the creek on the 18th and 
19th, and on the morning of the 
20th the federals were in line of 
battle on the south side of the 
creek. At 3 o’clock that afternoon 
Hood’s army made a desperate and 
sudden attack on Howard in great 
force. 

“The attack soon 
Hooker's position,” says an old 
print, “the attacking column ad- 
vancing three lines deep. A portion 
of the federal forces at first wav- 
ered before the terrific onset, but 
they quickly rallied and stood as 
firm as a rock. Upon the position 
were massed nearly half of Hood’s 
army, both parties fighting for the 
first time in this campaign in an 
open field.” 

According to Sherman’s official 
report “Johnson’s and Newton's 
losses were light for they had par- 
tially covered their fronts with 
light parapets; but Hooker’s whole 
corps fought in open ground and 
lost about fifteen hundred men.” 
Sherman reported four- hundred 
Confederate dead left upon the 
ground and asserted that the Con- 
federate wounded would number 
four thousand. But Sherman’s re-

was pure counjecture, as great num- 
bers of the wounded made thelr 


way back into the Confederate 
lines. Sherman gives no figures for 
the federal wounded in the Peach- 
tree creek battle, but, because the 
Confederates were the assailants, 
the federal wounded must have 
been more than the four thousand 
at which he placed the Confederate 
wounded. For the length of the 
battle and its open nature it has 
been considered by many as one of 
the bloodiest battles of the entire 
civil war, 

Kentuckians Support Howell's 

Battery. 

Many of the Kentuckians Were 
supporting the Howell battery and 
were in the very midst of the most 
severe and intense fighting that af- 
ternoon. That was the day after 
General Hood had relieved General 
Joseph E. Johnston, by order of 
President Davis, of the command of 
the southern forces engaged in the 
defense of Atlanta. 

Colonel Thompson Hardin Jones, 
now a well-known resident and suc- 
cessful business man of Atlanta, a 
native of Kentucky, was in the very 
midst of the very desperate fighting 
that afternoon and yet retains in 
his mind clearly many vivid pic- 
tures of that desperate struggle. 
Colonel Jones entered tbe Confed- 
erate service at the age of 16 years, 
from Logan county, Kentucky, in 
the first Kentucky regiment, “Tige” 
Anderson’s brigade. The first year 
of the war he was in Virginia and 
fought from First Manassas to the 
Seven days’ fight around Richmond 
and was in the battle at Dranesville 
under General J. FE. B. Stuart, that 
dashine cavalry officer so highly es- 
teemed by General Robert E. Lee. 
In ’62 Colonel Jones was transferred 
to the western army and joined 
General John H. Morgan’s Kentucky 
cavalry. He rode with Morgan in 
the brilliant dash of that cavalier 
through Ohio, but was fortunate

caped across the river 
eral Morgan was captured. 
General Joe Wheeler he served 
through the campaigns leading up 
to the siege of Atlanta and after- 
ward followed Wheeler up to the 
surrender. Speaking of the Peach- 
tree battle, Colonel Jones says: 

Soldiers Cried When Johnsten Left. 

“It sure was one of t armest 
engagements of the war while it 
lasted. General Hood had _ taken 
over the command from General 
Johnston, but we heard nothing of 
the change until the next morning. 
And I shall never forget how that 
news was received by the true and 
tried veterans who had fought with 
Johnston from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta. When the change was an- 
nounced among us it greatly de- 
jected practically the entire force. 

saw strong men actually weep 
when they heard that Johnston had 
been deposed. Johnston's army had 
an absolute and abiding confidence 
in him. They believed implicitly 
in his ability and never for a single 
second doubted the correctness of 
his judgment. True, there were 
times when many of us thought we 
should make a stand, for we were 
always convinced that we could 
ever lick Sherman’s trained army 
at its best. But when Johnston 
gave an order to retire it was 
obeyed with alacrity and without a 
murmur. There was not a day from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta when John- 
ston’s men, knowing that total an- 
nihilation would have been theirs in 
a charge, that they would not have 
responded quickly and gladly had 
Johnston so ordered. I never read 
of soldiers so enthused over their 
commander and with the same faith 
in him as had Johnston’s men. I 
firmly believe that Johnston’s army 
had an even greater faith in him 
than had the soldiers of Napoleon 
in their “Little Corporal.” 

In the spring of ’65 Colonel Jones 
sought his Kentucky home. then 
within, the enemy’s lines. He was 
surprised by a large party of fed-

did, that I was liable to be shot. I 
was taken to Clarksville, Tenn., 
twenty miles from my home, and 
placed in a guard house. Cliarks- 
ville was then in the hands of the 
enemy but was intensely southern 
in sentiment. 
Good Women to the KRescue. 

When the good women of pre 
town learned that a é southern 
prisoner was in their midst it en- 
listed their warmest sympathies. 
They secured permission from the 
provost marshal to visit me at the 
prison and then supplied me with 
food and delicacies from their table. 
Nearly every family in the town 
ne, aye relative—father, brother, 
son*%=r sweetheart—in the southern 
army. It was about Easter time 
and these ladies somehow secured 
Permission from the commandant 
for me to attend Easter services at 
the Episcopal church, of which they 
were members. My guard from the 
prison to the church was a bevy of 
beautiful girls. On the floor just 
in front of the chancel was a mar- 
ble top table on which ‘rested a 
large bowl filled with red and white 
flowers, as is customary’on Easter 
Sunday. 

“When we entered the church, the 
services had commenced, Dr. Ring- 
gold leading. Just across the aisle 
was what appeared to be a federal 
officer. attired in regulation U. S&S. 
uniform. In hand was held a small 
United States flag. Suddenly the 
supposed federal officer stepped for-

ward to the bowl and raising the 
flag drove the staff down into the 
center of the mass of flowers and 
turning stamped back to the pew 
and sat down. every thing was 
still as death for a moment and the 
face of Mr. Ringgold, the pastor, 
tupned white with repressed emo- 


tion at the uncalled for outrage. 
Recovering himself with an effort 
Dr. Ringgold resumed the service. 
Still repeating the litany he walk- 
ed slowly down the steps from the 
pulpit and, passing by the table, 
took the little flag from the bowl 
of flowers and laid it upon the 
table. Returning to the pulpit, he 
went on with the services as 
though nothing unusual had trans- 
pired. Almost instantly the sup- 
posed officer sprang to his feet and, 
walking rapidly to the table, took 
up the flag and again jammed it 
down into the flowers, this  tifme 
viciously. The silence was painful. 
The face of the rector was a study. 
His eyes were blazing with anger 
and his iips were set in hard lines. 
But with an effort he mastered 
himsel. and again walking down the 
steps, took the flag a second time 
from the bowl] of flowers, and hold- 
ing it in his hand returned to his 
station, laying it down on the pul- 
pit within easy reach. Women 
were sobbing with mortification 
and indignation all over the house, 
but the offender made no further 
effort to secure the flag and repeat 
the act. 

“That offender was no other than 
Captain Dr. Mary Walker, who had 
been permitted to wear the full 
Federal uniform as she worked in 
the hospitals and among the 
wounded along the firing lines.”

Orleans. 


New York, October 8.—A special 
train carrying more than 400 dele- 
fates to the world cotton confer- 
ence, which meets at New Orleans 
October 13 to 16, left here today for 
the Crescent City. The delegates 
leaving here include about eighty 
from Kuropean countries, the oth- 
ers being representatives of the 
New York cotton exchange and New 
England manufacturing, shipping 
and banking interests associated 

with the growing and marketing of 
the Américan staple. A stop of one 
dey will be made at LaGrange, Ga., 
to inspect the mills in that vicinity. 

This conference, which, it is ex- 
pected, will be attended by more 
than 6,000 delegates, is the first to 
be held since 1907. Virtually every 
foreign country that uses American 
cotton will be represented not only 
by delegates from cotton exchanges 
and cotton manufacturizg interests, 
but.by special representatives of 
the various governments, sent in re- 
sponse to an invitation extended 
through the state department. 

Matters to be Considered. 

Among the matters to be consid- 
ered, according to the committee of 
arrangements, will be the follow- 
ing: 

“The buying and selling of cot- 
ton, with all that appertains there-

BOMB THROWN 
AT STEEL PLANT. 

Pittsburg, October 8—An _  at- 
tempt was made to wreck the plant 
of the American Sheet and _ Tin 
Plate company at McKeesport early 
today, when a missile believed to 
have been a bomb was thrown on 
the shipping department building. 
It exploded, tearing ‘a large hole 
in the roof of the structure. No one 
was injured.

Sinn Feiners Needn’t Bathe 


When They 


By Truman H, Talley. 

London, September 20.—(Special.) 
I have brought the story of Irish 
prisons up to the present day—the 
story of prison administration. dis- 
cipline and treatment of _ prison- 
ers since the 1916 rebellion. That 
story covers the period on which 
Sinn Fein has staked so much, but 
which must stand as a monument 
of leniency on the part of Irish 
officials in the Anglo-Irish admin- 
istrated prisons. 

The story has been so steeped in 
government concession and else- 
where unheard of negotiation be- 
tween jailers and jailed that it is 
indeed easy to fall into the fallacy 
of believing that Sinn Fein “had 
something on” the government “to 
get away with such tics. How- 
ever, it would seem that the two 
general motives guidin~ the admin- 
istration of Irish prisons are: First, 
fear of English public’. opinion, 
which, though apparently indiffer- 
ent to all Ireland’s troubles and Sinn 
Fein tactics, is quick On every oc- 
casion to chastise officials who in 
trying to apply an edequate de- 
gree of firmness in dealine with 
persons charged with seditious acts 
appear harsh; the second motive is 
nothing by unadulterated leniency. 

I do not say that Irish prison 
officials were not often angered 
and exasperated and perhaps harsh 
on Sinn Fein prisoners, but it does 
seem that where harshness vas ex- 
hibited it was amplv justified, and 
frequently too long deferr«d. And 
at all itmes, so far as I have been 
able to assess, prison officials have 
been willing to do much more than 
the law specifically required. 


I have shown that many of the) 


charges we hear today about’ prison 
treatment are based on the crowd- 
ed and unprecedented conditions of 
three years ago, when _ rebellion 
brought more than 3,000 malcon- 
tents suddenly within the unpre- 
pared pale of the law. Some of 
today’s charges specifically state 
they are built upon what happen- 
ed in the past, but in the main the 
inference is given that such con- 
ditions exist today... The Walsh re- 
port is an instance in point. 
Inspecting Mountjoy. 

I have told you I was given per- 
mission to see anything I desired 
and to talk to whomever I wished 
within any of the Irish _ prisons. 
Mr. Walsh in his statement says 
the Irish-American delegates at- 
tempted to obtain statements from 
officers confirming or denying the 
many charges, but that they were 
not permited to talk to any one 
inside the prison except the gover- 


nor, and that “any attempts on the 
part on prisoners to address them 
were quickly silenced.”’ That may 
have been true; the present. admin- 
istration has had experience with 
inspections by visiting Sinn Tein 
delegations. 

When MacDermot and I en- 
tered the portals of Mountjoy lI 
shuddered a bit in anticipation of 
what I was likely to see. I had 
read of dark, unventilated, unclean 
cells filled with cringing, emaciat- 
ed victims of torture and prison 
administrations with hearts and 
faces as hard as the Blarney stone. 


PNo prisons. are pleasant, but Mount- 


joy far surpassed my expectations. 
I have seen several American pris- 
ons. I suppose the average Amer- 
ican prison is newer and more mod- 
ernly arranged than the average 
prison in Europe, but I was struck 
with the airiness, the old-fashion- 
ed expanse and cleanliness of 
Mountjoy, Belfast and Cork prisons. 

I was introduced to Governor She- 
well. He showed me the prison 
from top to bottom. First I saw 
the reception room where prison- 
ers are taken for their bath and 
change of clothing. There are a 
dozen bath tubs there, cleansed 
daily with carbolic acid and brick- 
dust. The floors are tiled. There 
is a towel rack and a clean towel 
in each bath room. The place re- 
sembled the bath room of a gym- 
nasium. 

Leading to the bath room is an 
office where prisoners are search- 
ed, with booths for privacy if the 
insists. From there he 
proceeds to the curtained bath, 
where he undresses, takes his bath 
and emerges in prison clothing. 
If the prisoner is a convicfed one, 
he dons a gray frieze; if untried, 
a blue uniform, but neither is as 
striking or as stigmatizing as the 
American stripes. A great room 
off the bath is filled with sheets, 
pillow slips and all the various 
garments of cell linen as spic and 
span as neatness and continual 
laundering can make them. 

Sinn Fein Needn’t Wash. 

However, this cleanliness has lit- 
tle to ao with Sinn Fein and its 
prison issue, because Sinn Fein ob- 
jects to prison baths and prison 
clothing The government has con- 
celed Sinn Fein prisoners their 
wishes on those two points. You 
will recall that on the “ameliora- 
tions” card it is specified that “po- 
litical” prisonerse are not required 
to take a bath on entrance and may 
throughout their stay in prison 
wear their own clothes. That 
leaves, as far as reception is con- 
cerned, only one issue for Sinn Fein 
—the matter of searchink. Neces- 
sary the government has not relin- 
quished that right. 

Next I saw the legal visitors’ bu- 
reau, known in prisons as the “pro- 
fessional box.” It consists of a 
sound-proof room, a counter about 
four feet wide in the center, chairs 
on either side, and a large glass 
window at one end of the counter 
behind which a guard continually 
watches to see that the prisoner 
neither attempts escape nor receives 
anything from the _ visitor. The 
guard cannot hear what the pris- 
oner and his counsel have to say. 

Across the hall is the customary 
visitors’ bureau consisting of two 
parallel rows of booths with out- 
ward swinging windows along each 
side. One row is for visitors, the 
other for prisoners. In some of 
these windows there are bars, in

gerous criminal talks to his friend 
from behind bars. There is no bar- 
rier for the others. The guard may 
stand at a point at the end of the 
hall and see that nothing passes 
between visitors and prisoners 
These )oxes are many times utilized 
for Sinn Fein as well as other pris- 
oners, but no Sinn Feiner has ever 
been refused the use of the “pro- 
fes-ional” box if he cared to show 
cause why a legal visit was neces- 
sary. 

That “political” prisoners have 
used the customary visitors’ bureau 
is attested by pictures and inscrip- 
tions on the walls. In one I found 
a life-size head and shoulders of 
President Wilson drawn with chalk. 
In all these boxes were myriad mot- 
toes such as “Up the Republic” or 
“Up the Rebels.” 

Large Cells. 


Then I saw the cells on the first, 
second and third floors. They look- 
ed very much like any prison cell, 
except for size. They seemed to me 
much larger and lighter than any 
cell I ever saw in Jefferson City 
penitentiary. They are about 9x12x 
15 feet. , 

I entered the cell of one of the 
“nolitical” prisoners. I was told he 
was then outside for recreation. 
About his cell were scattered books 
and newspapers. I saw a copy of 
“Richard Carvel,” a book: called 
“Catholie Piety,” the Bible, and 4 
great and imposing work on Ger- 
many. Also there were copies of 
the weekly edition of The Times. 1 
was told that all prisoners of any 
classification who are sentenced for 
more than six months are allowed 
newspapers to keep in touch with 
events. 

All the cells in Mountjoy are uni- 
form, except those which the Walsh 
report described as “underground,” 
and into which it says the dele- 
gates were admitted upon their “in- 
sistence.” ‘The Walsh report says 
these cells are “too narrow for hu- 
man occupation, lack beds and fur- 
niture, are unventilated, pitch dark 
and extremely cold.” These cells 
are th lowest in the building, but 
they are not underground. This 
floor is what we would calla “half- 
story downstairs,” such as you see 
in all New  York’s brownstone 
houses. The floor level is seven 
steps below the ground. The win- 
dow sills of these cells are about 
six feet above ground. The cells 
are slightly smaller than those up- 
stairs, but much lighter because 
the windows are larger, being 4x4 
feet. and lower in the wall. 

I was told these cells were used 
for reception, where men are com- 
mitted pending and during medical 
inspection and are purposely iso- 
lated to preclude infection. I found 
no furniture in many of these 
cells. I was told that was because 
they never needed but half a dozen 
or so a week, J was told there were 
no prisoners in any of them, as 
there had been none received for 
several davs. I inspected a few at 
random. There is nothing wrong 
with them; they are ample in siZe. 


Well-known Prisoner. 


We then proceeded into the back 
yard of the prison and walked to- 
ward the isolated hospital building. 


| There was .one prisoner lodged there 
about whom the Walish report made 


much. He is William Seares, M. P., 
80 years old, just completing a six 
imprisonment for “unlaw- 
ful assembly.” His term expired 
the day after I visited the prison. 
Seares has been in the hospital all 
his time and has been enjoying 
“ameliorations,” 

I remarked to my guide that I 
had seen something about Seares 
in the Irish newspapers, to the ef- 
fect that he was so weakened from 
prison treatment that he _ had 
through friends asked for a taxi- 
cab or a conveyance to take him 
from the prison gate on release 
because he was unable and unfit to 
walk. My guide remarked he had 
seen that story, but that prison 
officials were used to such yarns. 

“lll show you Seares,” he said, 

“and you may see whether you 
think he needs an ambulance.” 
_ We turned the corner of a build- 
ing and my guide pointed to a 
man strolling slowly and thought- 
fully on a grass plot alongside the 
prison garden. He was dressed in 
a light suit and thrust back on his 
head was a soft felt hat. 

“That js Seares,” my guide 

It is true that Mr. Seares is not 
well, and has not been well for 
years for he suffers from heart 
trouble and his feet are weak, but 
he looked on this day perfectly able 
to walk out of the prison. Pre- 
vious prison records show he has 
never been strong and it is for that 
reason that he has always had spe- 
cial treatment during his prison in- 
cumbencies. The P ehane ar reort said 
“he Was in an ufikempt condition, 
highly nervous, palpably under- 
nourished and had a wild glare in 
his eyes, indicating an extremely 
dangerous mental state.’’ Mr. 
Seares undoubtedly is highly nerv- 
ous, but not: undernourished, nor 
was there a particularly wild glare 
in his eyes. Whatever there was 
unkempt about him was of his own 
choosing, for prison administration 
has not a word to say about the 
dress or the cleanliness of “politi- 
cal” prisoners. 

Gains in Weight 

According to prison reports, Mr. 
Seares gained three pounds during 
his six months’ stay. He has been 
attended by a physician every day. 
His breakfasts have consisted of 
' boiled egg and tea: 
his dinner has consisted of a chop, 
potatoes or other vegetables, and a 
pint of new milk; his supper has 
been bread, butter, boiled egg and 
tea. He smoked cigarettes in the 
early days of his stay, but on the 
physician’s advice he recently quit. 

We went into the hospital ward 
and into earsS’ cell, which over- 
looks the area in which he was 
strolling. His cell was 10x12x15 
feet; the windows was 3x8 feet, a 
deep, double window admitting a 
flood of light and air. Along one 
side of his cell hung various pieces 
of wearing apparel, an overcoat, a 
few blankets and the like. The cell 
was not orderly, but not unclean. 
It as very untidy. Among the.toilet 
requisites, which under prison rules 
all “political” prisoners are permit- 
ted to furnish, I. saw a jar of some- 
thing labeled “anti-scurf.” 

At 11 o’clock every morning Mr. 
Seares leaves his cell and goes out 
into the yard with his unwilling 
playmate. the guard. There is no 
enclosure about him except the 
prison walls. He may walk any- 
where he wishes, but on this par- 
ticular day he was enjoying the 
shady side of the hospital building. 
Such freedom is not given to all 
prisoners—you recall what happen- 
ed in Belfast prison—but on ac- 
count of this man’s constitutional 
troubles the physician prescribed 
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said.

Vamascus, October 8-—**When 
eisal entered Damascus the city 
went wild. It was a tumult of Arab 
demonstrativeness, and in strikifg 
contrast to the silence with which 
the populace watched General Al- 
lenby’s formal entrance into Jeru- 
salem. There were no questions in 
the minds of the masses when Fei- 
sal rode into the city of Damascus 
at the head of his Bedouins. Da- 
mascus is a Moslem city, associated 
with the most glorious period of 
Moslem conquest, and the populace 
saw in the triumphal entry of this 
descendant of the prophet an 
augury of the return of the days of 
Islam. So they fired off weapons 
and shouted and sang and waved 
branches and threw flowers, and 
hung priceless rugs out to line the 
streets. It was an Arabian Nights 
célebration, such as everybody has 
read about and few living persons 
have ever seen.” 

S0 spoke an eyewitness of the 
fall of Damascus, who was outlin- 
‘ng to me how Emir Feisal, son of 
aAing Hussein, of the Hejaz, has 
come to fill the eye of the Moslems 
of Syria and even to be accepted 
oy many of the Christians as ruler 
of the land. X

other plans go awry, will be a buffer 
between the French in western Syria 
and the precious Mesopotamian in- 
terests. Moreover, it was in line 
with England’s historic policy of 
cultivating Moslem good will that 
a descendant of the prophet should 
establish at the seat of the ancient 
glories of Isiam. As another valid 
reason, Feisal could be depended 
upon to be “good’—that is, to do 
what the British want him to. do. 
Common report has it that the pres- 
ent British staff at Damascus are 
not always as considerate of the 
emir’s dignity and feelings as Colo- 
nel Lawrence has ever been. They 
take the position that, since Great 
Britain pays the bills of this new 
government, she should call the 
tune to which it marches, Without 
this British subsidy Emir  Feisal 
would be in straits.

Atlanta Branch of Southern 
Association Indorses En- 
dowment Campaign. 


In addition to the indorsement 
of Agnes Scott college by the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
at its exeCutive meeting held two 
weeks ago, the college women of 
Atlanta, members of the Atlanta 
branch of the Southern Association 
of College Women, passed a reso- 
lution indorsing Agnes Scott's cam- 
paign and urging its members to 
co-operate in this drive, at its first 
fall meeting, held Monday. 

The co-operation of the women 
of Atlanta and Georgia has been 
splendid thus far. This last  in- 
dorsement, from the Atlanta branch 
of the Southern Association of Col- 
lege Women, means much to this 
drive, for among its members are 
some of the most influential and 
intellectual women of the city.

NEW IRISH POLICY 
FOR GREAT BRITAIN 


London, October 8.—The govern- 
ment’s Irish policy is rapidly taking 
shape under the pressure of re- 
cently developed circumstances, 
which surprised the cabinet, says 
The Daily Mail. The law officers 
of the crown, The Daily Mail states, 
discovered after careful eSamin- 
ation of the “suspension act,’—an 
act carried during the war to post- 
pone the operatign of the home rule 
act—that under its terms the home 
act becomes operative automatical- 
ly on the day the peace treaty is 
signed by Turkey, the last belliger- 
ent to sign. 

It had been generally assumed, 
the newspaper adds, that the sus- 
pension act would operate six 
months longer, when other meas- 
ures such as the defense of the 
realm act, would terminate, but the 
ruling of the law officers upset this 
view. 

The government, therefore, ac- 
cording to The Daily Mail, is under 
urgent necessity of formulating 
Irish proposals and carrying them 
as an amendment to the home rule 
act unless the latter is to become 
operative as it stands on the statute 
books. 

The Daily Mail points out that for 
this purpose the government has 
only six weeks, as it is expected 
that parliament will meet a fort- 
night hence, so there will be only 
one month of parliamentary time 


in Which to carry what will be 
highly controversial proposals. 

The scheme has not yet been 
fixed definitely, but the ministers, 
The Mail says, have decided to of- 
fer nationalists of Ireland what 
they describe as a very generous 
proposal indeed. It will undoubt- 
edly take the form of a wide meas- 
ure of home rule. But the pledges 
given to ulster are held as binding 
and the exclusion in all counties 
where ulster men predominate, is 
contemplated. 

It ts expected that the system 
of proportional representation re- 
cently enacted for the Irish munici- 
pal elections will be applied in the 
elections for the home rule parlia- 
ment. The possible constitution of 
a senate, designated to protect the 
interests of Protestants outside of 
ulster being considered, and 
aménded financial provisions are 
contemplated. The cabinet commit- 
tee, which was constituted to draft 
the Irish proposals, has met fre- 
quently and the whole cabinet on 
Tuesday, The Mail says, discussed 
the scheme and carried it further.

The only foreign entrants in the

Commodore Charlton, with flight 
Lieutenant P. E. Traill, as the alter- 
nate pilot of his Bristol fighting 
plane, wrecked his machine in mak- 
ing a forced landing at Ovid, N. Y. 

Plane Bursts Into Flames. 

Captain De Lavergne, who was 
flying as a passenger in a De Havi- 
land machine, and Lieutenant D. B. 
Gish, his pilot, were compell.d to 
withdraw from the race when their 
plane burst into flames and was 
forced to land at Canadice, N. Y.

MAYNARD IS FIRST 


AT CHICAGO FIELD. 

Chicago, October 8.—Lieutenant B. 
W. Maynard, first of the transconti- 
nental fliers to reach Chicago, land- 
ed at Ashburn field at 4:35 p. m. to- 


day. 

Pivins at the remarkable rate of 
apparently two miles a minute, First 
Lieutenant B. W. Maynard today led 
the west-bound transcontinental fli- 
ers much of the way from Mineola, 

I., to Chicago, and was the only 
one to reach here. His was the first 
New York-Chicago aerial journey 
ever made between sunrise and sun- 
set. 

Driving a De Haviland-four ma- 
chine with a passenger and a Ger- 
man police dog aboard, the lieuten- 
ant, who recently won the Toronto- 
New York aerial race, covered the 
distance of 810 miles in approxi- 
mately 6 hours and 45 minutes of ac- 
tual flyme time, or about 9 hours 
and 29 minutes elapsed time. He 
left Mineola at 9:24 a. m., eastern 
time, and reached Chicago at 5:53 
Dp. m., central time. ~ 

Lieutenant Maynard remained at 
Ashburn field for the night and was 
scheduled to depart at 7 a. m. tomor- 
row on the next leg of the cross- 
GSuntry trip to Rock Island, [JIl., a 
distance of 155 miles. , 2 

Lieutenant Maynard, a Baptist 
minister, who was in the American 
overseas flying service, piloted ma- 
chine No. 31. He was the first of 
47 fliers who started from M neola 
to reach Buffalo, and from then on 
remained in the van throughout the 
day. His nearest competitor was 
Major Henry J. Miller, who, with 
Captain A, E. Simon, flew a De Hav- 
iland-four, machine No. 27, to Bryan, 
Ohio, where they rematned tonight. 

In Frisco By Friday. 

“IT expect to be in San Francisco 
by sundown Friday,’ Lieutenant 
Maynard said, as he settled down to 
spend the night at Ashburn field, 
where cots had been arranged for 
the fliers. Lieutenant Maynard's 
home is in Kerr, N. C. 

Lieutenant Maynard, who won the 
New York-Toronto aerial derby 
recently, was a theological. stu- 
dent at Wake Forest college, 
N. C., when the United States 
entered the war. He left col- 
lege and enlisted in the air service, 
later winningsa commission and act- 
ing as tester of new and repaired 
airplanes at an American aviation 
field in France. 

Lieutenant Maynard re-entered 
schoot to resume his studies for the 
Baptist ministry. soon after win- 
ning the New York-Toronto derby, 
but reecntly secured leave of ab- 
sence to enter the transcontjnental 
race. :

] BALTIC SITUATION: 
STRAINED, REPORT 


Berlin Paper Says Ger- 
man Commanders Will 
Find an Excuse to 
March on Riga. 


Berlin, October 8—The Freiheit, 
continuing its assertions concerning 
German designs in the Baltic coun- 
tries, publishes a statement that if 
the Letts have not given the Ger- 
man commanders an excuse for 
marching on Riga, the latter will 
make one. Large quantities of am- 
munition are being sent to the front. 
All the world knows its seeming- 
ly, except Noske and the German 
government. 

The Tage Zeitung reports’ the 
situation in the Baltic states, par- 
ticularly Lettland, as extraordinarily 
strained. The differences between 
the Lettish government and the for- 
mer German troops concentrated be- 
tween Shavili and Mitau which 
evaided the order to return home by 
joining the Russian corps under Col- 
onel Bermont, have caused the Let- 
tish government to mobilize large 


numbers of classes in Riga and its 
neighborhood. 

Both sides are making feverish 
preparations for fighting. The Let- 
tish government has secured the 
support of Esthonian troops. The 
Letts and Esthonians together are 
more than forty thousand strong 
and they are still numerically in- 


united under Colonel Bermont. 
Criticise Noske. 

Newspapers of the extreme left 
are criticising Herr Noske’s order 
to shoot German soldiers crossing 
the frontiers to the Baltic countries, 
the declare this order only exists on 
paper and that soldiers are still 
crossing the frontiers unhindered as 
before. Freiheit quotes the Leipzi- 
ger Volkseitunz in support of this 
assertion, declaring two Leipzig 
workers, in order to test the situa- 
tion, wrote on Septembee 18 to a 
volunteer detachment in north Cour: 
land, asking for a pass. This was 
dispatched from Mitau September 
27 and reached them September 239, 
when, according to Noske’s order the 
frontier had long since been closed. 

Instructions sent with the pass 
advised the volunteers how to reach 
their destination and what steps to 
take for reporting themselves, in 
ease the frontier was closed or open 
respectively. The names and ad- 
dresses of officers concerned were 
given. The volunteers were instruct- 
ed to leave Leipzig for Mitaau im- 
mediately and to join their detach- 
ment. 

The Freiheit adds that a man was 
sent from Koenigsburge to Berlin 
yesterday to recruit a whole com- 
pany and take it to Koenigsburg, 
whence a captain would insure the 
men crossing the frontier unhinder- 
ed. The captain promised the men 
that the troops recrulted would be 
able to find their pockets properly 
in Courland. 


Noske’s Order Ignored. 


The paper further says twelve 
young men from Bavaria were sent 
to iriedrichsstrasse station, October 
first, for transport to Courland by 
German officers wearing Russian 
caps. The officers tried to increase 
their transport by obtaining new 
recruits in Friedrichstrasse station. 
The recruits had Iron division pass- 
es and were described as men on 
leave under order to return to their 
detachment, 

“This shows the officers whistle at 
Noske’s order,” the Wellam Montag 
says, “we receive letter after letter 


reporting interviews with men on 
leave on new recruits of the Iron 
division who get through to Cour- 
land, although Noske ordered firing 
on every soidier crossing the fron- 
tier. They still dream of farms in 
Lettland or at least, of rich booty.”

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coast stretch to coast stretch. On 
the New Jersey coast the bars are 
beaten well back to or beyond the 
line of the sea cliffs, so that the 
ponds or sounds behind the bars 
are relatively short and discontinu- 
ous; along the Florida coasts the 
keyg stand farther out ’to sea and 
are separated from the mainland by 
great elongated sounds often af- 
fording navigable waterways; while 
about the northern shores of the 
gulf the relations of the keys to 
sounds are more variable. 

“Closer study serves to interpret 
these variable relations: from 
Florida westward to Mobile bay the 


keys.are nearly continuoug and the 
sounds long and narrow; thence 
westward to Lake Borgne the typi- 
cal keys are lost, though their lines 
continue in a series of islands— 
Ship Island, Horn Island, Cat 
Island, ete, separated from the 
mainland by the broad Mississippl 
sound; still further westwarda new 
series of keys, erratic in form and 
trend, appears in the Chandeleur 
Islands, and beyond the delta there 
is a corresponding (and correspond- 
ingly erratic) series of low Keys 
stretching westward nearly or quite 
to Atchafalaya bay. 
Series of Keys. 

“Now, the mainland shore of Mis- 
sissippi sound is marked by a series 
of small and narrow keys and 


sounds, evidently in process of 
growth, but much less advanced 
than those east of Mobile bay, and 
these are among the evidences that 
along this stretch of shore the gulf 
has encroached on the land to such 
an extent as to leave the original 
keys 20 to 40 miles behind, Similar- 
ly the Chandeleur Keys and the 
corresponding series west of the 
delta are small and new and ob- 
viously connected with the delta 
building. 

“West of Atchafalaya bay the 
coast is characterized by the ab- 
sence of keys and sounds, save of 
the infantile sort, like those of the 
inland shore of Mississippi sound; so 
that this shore seems incongruous 
with the rest until the student dis- 
covers the long line of completely 
submerged keys—Sabine Bank, 
Trinity Shoal, Ship Shoal, etc.—in a 
position preg@Sely corresponding to 
the islands south of Mississippi 
sound and forming a direct subma- 
rine connection (save as cut off by 
the delta) between these islands of 
the eastern gulf and the well de- 
veloped keys of the southern Texas 
shore, 

“The position of these banks, like 
that of the Horn Island and its 
fellows, is such as to demonstrate 


that the waters have invaded the 
mainland, and that west of the delta 
the encroachment has been suffici- 
ent not merely to push back the 
shore line 50 to 100 miles, but com- 
pletely to submerge the ancient

“The observations on the rise and 
fall of various coasts are impres- 
sive: Holland derives its name 
from its subsidence, coupled with

Cook; it has continued so long that 
fresh water cedar swamps have 
been submerged and the forests im-

PALMER TO G0 ON 
A SPEAKING TOUR 


“Swing Around the Cir- 
cle’ Plannéd Ostensibly 
in Interest of Fight on 
High Cost of Living. 


(The Constitution—Philadelphia Public 
Sorvice—Copyright, 1019.) 


Washington, October 8.—A. Mitch- 
ell Palmer, attorney general, ex- 
pects soon to take a “swing around 
the circle” in the interest of the 
government’s fight on the high cost 
of living, and, incidentally, political 
experts in Washington believe, pre- 
pare the way for the launching of a 
Palmer boom for the democratic 
presidential nomination. 

The attorney general announced 
definitely today that he will leave 
Washington shortly for a trip which 
will carry him into the prificipal 
cities of twenty states. The pur- 
pose of the trip, Mr. Palmer ex-

| plained, is to obtain through con- 


ference with the fair-price commit- 
tees and the mayors of the varrious 
cities, first-hand knowledge of the 
progress of the campaign for price 
reductions being conducted by the 
department of justice. 

The advisability of such a trip 
was suggested by a committee of 
States’ attorneys general, who re- 
cently came to Washington to con- 


sult with Mr. Palmer on the en- 
forcement of state laws against 
profiteering and hoarding. Penn- 
Syivania was represented at the 
conference by Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Hargest. 


Garvan to Be in Charge. 


It was learned at the department 
of justice today that Francis P. Gar- 
van, chief of the rmvestigation bu- 
reau, will be put in charge of the 
fight on the high cost of living, re- 
lieving Judge C. S. Ames. Judge 
Ames has been conducting the fight 
on priees and at the sathe time at- 
tempting to handle the government's 
anti-trust suits now pending in the 
Supreme court, with the result that 
the fight on the high cost of living 
has lagged somewhat. By means of 
funds recently made available by 
congres for the price campaign, 
Mr. Garvan will be assisted by a 
corps of capable investigators and 
the campaign will be resumed with 
Vigor, 

The suggestion that Mr. Palmer’s 
trip may take on political signifi- 
cance within th edemocratic party 
was given color today by the fact 
that Joseph Guffey, of Pittsburg, 
chairman of a division of the Penn- 
Sylvania state democratic commit- 
tee, and Warren VanDyke, of Har- 
risburg, secretary of the committee. 
called on the attorney general. Mr. 
Palmer at present is chairman of 
the state committee, but he has let 
it be known that ht does not intend 
to be a candidate for the chairman- 
ship next spring. 


Presidential Timber? 


There has ben a general feeling 
in Washington for the past two 
months that Mr. Palmer might be 
looked upon as a possibility for the 
democratic nomination for the pres- 
idency. It has been even said that 
he had President Wilson’s direct 
backing, despite the prominence of 
the boom for William G. McAdoo, 
which is being conducted by Ber- 
nard M. Baruch and Thomas IL. 
Chadbourne, of New York. 
of Mr. Palmer to undertake the pop- 
ular fight on the high cost of living 
also is considered significant. 

Attorney General Palmer today 
took occasion again to criticise cone 
gress for its failure to pass legisla- 
tion providing a penaltv for prof- 
iteers.

Mr. Palmer wants a law 
which will make the advoracy of 
overthrow a crime, and he has 
nrgeed this kind be legislation before 
congress.
